Whilſt the beautiful Conſtantia was comforting her felt in 
hopcs of her Lover's Return, a croſs Accident fell, that caſi 
her into the Depth of Sorrow; Helios, Son to the King of A. 
rabia, in which Court the Princeſs in her Childhood had reſi- 
ded {ome Years, depending on his former Familiarity and 
Friendſhip, demanded her in Marriage of the Emperor her 
Father; who, conſidering his Birth, comely Perionage, and 
the Alliance it would confirm, to the Advantage of the Perftan 
Empire. without conſuiting his Daughter, gave his Tonlent: 
Upon which Favour, he haſted to bnd our the Princels, and 
acquaint her with it; not doubting her joytully receiving it, 
but he miſcarried in his Conceit, ſhe rejected his Love with 
Dildain, plainly telling him her Heart was fixed on another; 
and tho he cauſed her Father to interpole his Authority, and 
threaten her withall manner of Severity, it ſhe complied not, 
yet it avaiied nothing: for making her Sufferings known to 
Pera, her Brocher's Wife, ſhe ſent a truſty Meilenger to Per-

The King of 4fy- 
741, receiving this Letter, the day before he appointed to joyn 
Battle with the *rmenians, was much perplexed in Mind, 
between Love and i{onour ; but pretering t e former, he 
called two of his Nobles i. Feriueus and I hurd aus, making 
them acquiinted, Thar upon very urgent Occaſions he ref. 
ved to depart for Verſia in three Days, and would leave the 
Government to them till his Return, wh ch would be as {pee- 
- dy as his Aſtairs wou'd permit: And that the Lat er being ve- 
ry like him, ſhou!d take upon him his Perfen and Cfice. 
Matters being thus order'd, the n:xt day ihe Armies joy ned 
Battle very furiouſly. the Armenians having ihe upperhand; 
but Perficles breaking into the h ront of the battle and encou- 
raging his Men, ſoon 9 0 it, tho not whhout eminent

The next Morning, as they were taking a Repaſt, and tlie

dom. 1his heavy News ſt u k the King with ſuch Sorrow, 
that he immediately retired into a Voud hard by, without 
ipeaking a Word to any one: and ſtaying there too long to 
vent his Grief, Cena tia, u ho could not bear his Abſcr ce, 
follou ed to find him cus, and camtort him; but he, returning 
by the leaſt frequented ah, ſhe m fled him ; and wander 
ing to the Edge of the Wood, weary and taint th're far herſeit 
dow'n, and to her Misfortizne fell aſleep: and Helion hearing 
his Father was d: ad, came by in his re:urn into his Country 
with his Bride; and ſhe firſt eſpy ing Conſtantia, knowing her 
by her Country Apparel, which ſhe had not changed, adver- 
tiled him of it; who greatly rejoyced chat Fortune had put 
this Opportunity in his hand to puniſh the } rinceſs tor thæ 
Neglect and Scorn the had thrown on him: MWhereupon he or- 
dcr'd his Servanis to take her up, and put her into the Chariot; 
but u hen the au ak'd, and found in whole hands ſhe was, ſhe 
ſtood aſtoniſh'd, but more when fe faw Helion, to whoſe 
Speeches e anſwer'd with much Diſdain and Scorn, reproach- 
ing lum wich his cruel and wicked Pefigns : but that availed 
not, for he carried her bv force into Arabia, where he placed 
her under a ſtri& Guard, in an o'd Monaſtery.

Power; which ſhe faithfully performed to the lait; for Con- 
ſtantia and Celia being brought to Bed each of a Boy, much at 
the ſame time, to ſave Coxſtantia's from the threatned Doom, 
Palia chang'd it for her Queen's, and being ſent with it to 
Nurſe, purpolcd to carry it into Syria, where, Conſtantia had

Chap. III. How Montelion, being found by Cothane's Lady, was 
pr eſer vd, broug bt up, and aided Perſicles his F ather, with the 
Wendcrs he did in Arms, to the Ove: throw of the Enemy, &. 


J Erjicles recovering a little his Over-whelment in Sorrow, 
and finding ier, who was recover'd from his Sleep, 

and the Frenzy that had ſome time held him upon his eating 
the Fruit, they both agreed, ſeeing it was not known who 
carried Conſtantia from the Periian Court, to go thither, and 
crave Aid of the Emperour for the Recovery of S); which 
by the means of Deloratus and Piera they obtained; ſo that 
the Armenian King having left the Government of Syria to 
his Son Palian, divers mortal Battles were fought with vari- 
ous Succeſs, in the firſt of which the Perſians and Syrians were 
moſtly worſted; and Recruits ſent for on both fides, to ſup- 
ply the Slain ; which Slaughter of his Country Men coming to 
Cothine's Ear, who tho grown old, had bcen a valiant Knight, 
he told his Lady, that he reſolv'd not to lie idle, whilſt the 
Army ef his King was ſtrugling for the ſafery of their Country; 
and tho? the ſeem'd averſe to it, he gave ſuch Reaſons for't, 
thit {he at laſt yielded ro him, Montelion, who had heard 
this Diſcourſe, being now about twenty, found in him'elf ſuch 
a Promptneſs to Arms, and Thirſt of Glory, that coming be- 
fore them, and falling on his Knees, he im plor'd he might at- 
tend his ſuppoſed Father, in the doubtful Event of War. The 
Dutcheſs was much ſupprized at his-Forwardne's, and to tert1- 
fe him from this Undertaking. laid before him the many Dan- 
ders; but perceiving this would not do, the prevail'd with her 
Husband not to let him go; Bec auſe, ſaid ſhe, in hour Abſcence, 
this Youth will be the Conifort of my Life. After Cothane's De- 
parture, Montelien, was reſtlefs within him'elf, and medita- 
ted how he might eſcape, to try his Valour in Arms; but long 
he hat not conſider'd on this, ere, taking a confiderable Trea- 
ſure h him, he went to an Armourer, and got Armour 
made of the beſt Lydian Steel, taking for his Device in his 
Wield, a naked Man ina Foreſt ; and ſoy like a Man of Arms

well appointed, he mounted and rod toward the Syrian Camps. 
We do not undertake here to expreſs the Lamentation of the 
Dutcheſs, who intirely loved him, and had adopted him her 
Son, made when ſhe found him miſſing ; but it may be ſuffici- 
ent to tell you, That two Kings, hired by the Armenians, arriv- 
ing with new Forces, he found the Battle joyncd, and the 
Syrians put to the worſt; which made him fly like Lightning 
into the Squadrons of the Enemy, making his Way over the 
Heaps of the Slain, till he found Cothanc's inviron d, faintly 
defending himſelf trom the Swords of his Fnemies, hom he 
reſcued, who otherwiſe muſt there hare perihed: Then pre- 
fing on, he found Perficles engaged in the like Dong-r, to 
who'e Aid he furiouſly made way, thro' the armed Troops; 
and putting himſelf before him, who was diſmounted, and 
fighting on Foot, to his great Diſadvantoge a d anger of 
Life, having received many deſperate Wounds, he drove the 
En: my back with ſuch Slaughter and fury, that Por, and 
others ſeconding him, they were put to a gengral N out; which 
Palian endeavouring by his Valour to regain, was in ſingle 
Combat overcome by Montelion and taken Priſoner; whom 
he, out of a noble Temper of Vind, uſed generouſly, not as he 
ought to have done as a Uſurper, but as became his high t ſtate, 
being the Son to a puiſſant King. The Battle thus won, Per ficles 
embraced Montelion, with many E xpreſſions of Joy and Wel- 
come, ſtiling him his Deliverer, and in all probability, that of 
his Country: and giving him an account of the Hiſtory of all 
that happened to bim from the time of his coming tothe Crown 
till that Day, and alſo as far he could relate concerning the 
Loſs of Conſtantia, his Queen, ending it with Tears; which ſo 
touched the generous young Warriour with Compaſſion that 
he laboured ro comfort him inthe beſt wi'e, telling him, The 
War ended, he would go in ſearch of his Lady; which ſoon 
happened by the taking the City of Perſopolis; the chief Glo- 
ry of that Action being aſcribed to Hontelion, who beating the 
VDefendants from the Walls, ſcaled them. and cutting his way 


through the affrighted Soldiers, made a Paſſage for thoſe that 
tollowed him to enter. 
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Upon which, conditionally that Palian might be releaſed, 
the Armenian King agreed to withdraw bis Forces out of the 
Country of Syria, and give up the Kingdom to Perjrctes - 
However for the better adjuſting of Vatters that might arile 
by reaſon of this cruel War, ſuch Controverſies were luft to 
be ended by the Arbitrament of the Emperor of Per/a, and 


King of Macedoniz in Perſia, ata Day prefixed. And lv, Her- 


fictes leaving the Government of his Kingdom to r, went 
with Aontelion, Deloratus, and others tothe Ferſian Court, 
where he was received in a molt ſplendid manner by the Em- 
peror, Empreſs, and Piera, and all the Nobles and Ladies of 
the Empire, and treated for many Days. Yet his Lols of 
the beloved Conſtantia made him fo reſtleſs, that he took 
but little Pleaſure in all thoſe magnificent Entertainments 
in the molt noble Court of the World.

tho' without her Knowledge, let you łnom, you are the Min that has 
cauſed that Paſſion in her treaft, and ao other can eaſe the Tor - 
ments fheenaures, With that he ſtarted up, and intreated to 
know her Name: II is, ſaid ſhe, not to hold you any longer in 
ſuſpence, the fair Praxantian, Daug hier to the King of Mace- 
don, At this, he cryed our, as in a Rapture, Andr is to that 
fair Princeſs I have vorea my Life aud Fortunes, When, to be 
brief, it was agreed between em, that he ſhou'd be entertain- 
ed in her Chamber in the Evening,where no Light ſhould be 
to diſcover her Bluſhes, and there he ſhould diſcourſe her in 
private about the joining their Hands as well as their Hearts. 
Halian, as over joy d as he v as, fearing to be diſcover'd, ſee- 
ing he had been miſtaken for Montelion, reſolv d to found 
him, and know it he bore any Love to the Princeſs; but by 
his Diſcourſe, finding he was ignorant of any ſuch Pretenſion, 
he reſolv'd to go to her; and, upon a Signal agreed, being ler 
in at a private Door, humbly kiſſed her Hand, powering ous 
many amorous Expreſſions, voing a conſtant Loyalty ; and fo 
far prevailed, that ſhe promiſed him Marriage ; and leaving 
him, went to Bed.
